(IP)—Speaker Garner today 
in a formal statement made 
three suggestions to relieve 
the economic situation in the 
country and said he hoped

His program called for the Is- 


suance of one billion dollars In 
bonds for a government building 
program, broadening the base of 
the Reconstruction Finance cor- 
poration to add one billion dol- 
lars to its present two billion 
dollar capital, and passage of the 
Huddleston bill to place $100,000,- 
000 in the hands of President Hoo- 
ver to be used in relieving "ex- 
treme Buffering in any section of 
the country." 
. Garner said he was "unalterably 
opposed to the dole, but it must 
'be apparent that before congress 
•adjourns some real effort 
must 


be made toward taking care of 
the 
unemployment situation 
as 


well as the people who are in 
pnysical distress as a result of 
lack of food and raiment."

The company serves approx- 
imately 250 towns with domestic 
and industrial gas. It was for the 
purpose of fixing fair rates to 
consumers that the railroad com- 
mission ordered the evaluation at 
a coat of approximately $50,000. 


While the inventory did.not In- 


clude Oklahoma properties of the 
company, those who made the re- 
port estimated the Sooner State 
holdings were worth from 10 to 15 
P r cent of the Texas total. It 
had not been definitely determined 
if the Oklahoma evaluation would 
be undertaken. 


A number of Texas towns and 


cities served by the company had 
protested charges for gas to con- 
sumers and undertook to arbitra- 
rily reduce them by ordinance. 
The distributing companies, serv- 
ed by the Lone Star concern, had 
appealed from those actions to the

Liquor Control efficient. 


He declared that today America 
was enjoying the most 
efficient 
control of liquor that they had 
ever known and that the federal 
forces were averaging abou' 86

224 days. He reported that the 
total of the confiscated merchan- 
dise from the liquor interests last 
year was twenty-three million dol- 
lars. 


Dr. Crain admitted that there 
was a leak in prohibition enforce- 
ment and cited his own state of 
Indiana where half a dozen offi- 
cials were under indictment for 
conspiracy to violate the prohibi- 
tion laws. He declared that in 
Chicago Al Capone would have 
been helpless In his crime career 
if he had not had assistance from 
the1 municipal administration and 
from political leaders. He said in 
many communities the citizenry 
was so indifferent that it would 
tolerate almost anything in public 
office. 


Going Into the purpose behind 
the intensive campaign, Dr. Crain 
pointed out that nineteen individ- 
uals contributed more than half 
of the funds used in the wet or- 
ganization's campaign, and that 
they were working directly to- 
ward the repeal of the income 
tax statutes. Ho said that there 
were less than a million people 
out of the 120,000,000 inhabitants 
of the United States with incomes 
of $5,000 or more. 


Effort Avoid Debt 
He declared that the big busi- 
ness leaders in the eastern states,
